Ladies Hold Forth with Closed Doors 
aud Men Do Likewise. 


A Horrib’e State of Affairs Among 
the Criminal Classes. 


The Pavilion Crowded with Representative Citi- 
Zens—Houses of Ill-fame Nast Be Re- 
muved from the City—The 
Police Get a Blast. 


Some few days ago a number of promi- 
nent clergymen and citizens assembled to 
see if something could not be done in a 
practicai way to abate the many evils which 
are at present rampant in this city. .The 
questions of the gambling houses, the sa- 
loons and the social evil were discussed, 
and it.was resolved that action by the bet- 
ter class of citizens was en de- 
manded. 

In furtherance of the views cen set forth 
apublic meeting for men only Was an- 
nounced to be held at the Pavilion on Fifth 
street lastevening. It was called by the 
clergymen of the city churches, and was 
designed to present before the citizens 
questions believed to be of vital importance 
in the coming local campaign. 

At 7:50 p.m. the entire lower floor of the 
great building was filled with an audience 
of the better class of citizens. Most of them 
were church members, many of them were 
solid. men trom a financial standpoint, and 
ali were level-headed and _inteliigent 
voters. In point of Ae y and cul- 
ture few public meetings see the 

Rev. Dr. Stradley presided over the meet- 
Ing, and grouped around him were many 
prominent citizens and divines. Amon 
them were Rev, C. W. Heisler, Rev. E. 1 
Brainerd, Rev. W. 8S. Young, Rev. W. A. 
Knighten, Rey. Dr. Pendleton, Kev. Dr, 
Fay, Kev. P. H. Bodkin of the Christian 
Advocate, Kev. S. J.. Fleming, Rev. Dr. 
Warner, Judge R. M. W idney, Prof. 
U.S. G. Giick and many other well-known 

names. 

An invocation was first offered by the 
Rev. E. R. Brainerd, after which was sup 
the hymn, “All hail the power of Jesus 
name,” 

Rev. S. J. Fleming then read from the 
Scriptures the second psalm, 

Prayer was offered by Rey. William C. R. 
Stevens, followed by a chorus of arty 
voices, under the leadership of Prof. E. Vv. 
Keck. 

Rey. Ww. A. Knighten was then introduced 
by the presiding officer of the meeting. He 

ke of the urgent need of reform in the 
: ty in which we live. He showed how 
gambling has been notwithstand- 
pg the stringent laws which might be 
enforced if the officials only would. He 
called for honest police, men who will ar- 
rest anyone who violates the laws, not 
caring who steod behind them. 

He spoke of the ae saloon question, 
and said that he would advocate any meas- 
ure whatever to blot out. their existence— 
high license, low , license or no license. 

“Try prohibition,” said an auditor, and 
the audience cheered pies 

The speaker then alluded to the evil of 
prostitution, and then said that we should 
tind and then stand by a chief of. police 
and mayor who will drive this evil from 
the city, and make it camp out among the 
foothills. 

The speaker was loudly cheered through- 
out his address, as were all the orators of 
the evening. The audience seemed to be 
not only enthusiastic, but dead in earnest. 

The chairman then introduced Rev. Dr. 
Fay, remarking that while he could not 
agree with him on orthodoxy that he was 
in full accord with him on the great moral 
points to be discussed, 

Dr. Fay replied that to be right on great 
moral questions was the very best kind of 
urthodoxy. “What,” he asked, “‘is the ob- 
ject of overnment?” There can be but 
one rational reply. .To promote the wel- 
fare ot the governed. That was the 
essence of the matter, and nothing could 


chan nge it. When the welfare of the gov- 
erned is not protected revolution becomes 
justifiable, 


“If a gas well was bored, which should 
taint the air of the city with noxious gas, 
no Council would allow it to exist for a day, 
no matter what the rights of the owner. 
But these saloons are allowed to spread 
their noxious influence without check or 
hindrance, 

“It was the boast ot New England that, 
witn her sterile soil and inhospitable eli- 
mate, she produced a race of men. What 
do cloudless skies and our sun-kissed land 
avail if we cannot produce men in the 


we failin that, we fail in the object for 

which government exists. ’ 

Dr. Fay then attacked the saloon element 
olitics. He had been asked if he were 
rohibitionist. He would say that Pro- 

hibitionist or not, he was totally and for- 
ever opposed to the saloons. He felt 
ashamed that our visitors should ‘see, to our 
disgrace, that somebody had licensed a 8a- 
loon under the new postoflice, No place 
was exempt from them. 

The speaker had been a Republican for 
many years, but he was how ready to sink 
all —— and elect such men to office as 
would give us a good eity government. He 
would vete fer such a man for mayor, inde- 
pendent of any party ties. 

The saloons object to closing at 12 at the 
behest of the peuple. If we wanted thein 
to close at 9 o'clock, truch more proper 
hour, have we nota right todoso? | 

He had hé@ard that 2000 workingmen of 
this city were now ready at the-signal to 
wheel into line and join any movement for 
the elevetion of our society.

A 
brief service of song opened the meeting, 
followed by seripture reading and rea 
by Mrs. M. A. Gibson, who presided, and

sion, “Social Purity,” that great problem 
which is arousing theaction of all loyal, 
Christian men and women. 

Two years ago Mrs.Gibson was appointed 
by the W.C.T.U. as State superintendent 
ot the department of social and 
in that time has written hundreds of letters 
to persons on this subject, to pastors and 

ple, to editors, requesting that impure

and crime of the city, and has made strenu- 
ous personal appeals in behaif of social

ng was called. 

A on “The Two Lives,” was then 
sung Misses Shaffner and Suman, 
lowed by an address by Mrs, H. A. Watson, 
who dealt Bay facts gathered from her ex- 

rience superintendent of the Girls’ 
lome, Ay depicted the dreadful scenes 
that are being enacted constantly right here 
in this city, within easy distance of the re- 
spectable streets. 

She revealed horrible pictures of misery 
and woe that turned the heart sick, and 
wisely said, ‘‘It is time, ladies, to consider 
how to stay this tidal wave of vice that is 
already touching our very thresholds, Re- 
form should commence in the home: edu- 
cate the child’s mora! character, which in 
nine cases out of ten is totally negiected. 
The time has come when the false delicacy 
that sacrifices the child should be laid aside, 
riod 
of silence on this question is long past, and 
publie opinion should be educated in the 
work of establishing an equal standard of 
purity for men and women, God holds 
both responsible.” She referred to the. 
temptations that lie in wait for the messen- 
ger buys especially. The superintendent 
of the Aid Society in San Franciseo said: 
‘“‘When boys are sent to me to join our so- 
ciety, the first question | ask is—not ‘have 
you been in prison?’ but ‘have you ever 
been employed as a messenger boy ina 
telegraph office?’ ” 

After a solo by Mrs. Book, Miss F. A. 
Dunham spoke in behalf of tie teachers of 
Los Angeles. She said: “H 20,000 
voices 1 would raise them all in defense of 
social purity. I have been a teacher for 16 
years, and my profession has led me from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, and I want to 
speak a word to the mothers here tonight in 
behalf of the little ones. Il will preface my 
remarks with this appeal: Do not charge 
the schools with all the wrongs which ex- 
ist, for they lie deeper than that—in the 
home.” Then followed a most earnest and 
eloquent appeal to the mothers to train 
their children from infancy to pure 
thoughts, pure words and pure actions. 
She closed her address in the words of the 
divine promise : “The pure in heart shall 
see God.”’ 

Dr. Fannie Williams of Riverside was 
the next speaker, an d: “My friends, 

have come some, \ttie distance to 
be present with you o is memorable 
night, for it is a memorbale night. Never 
in the history of this city was there such a 
night as this, the men and the women 
assembled in different pviaces to discuss 
some plan.of united action against this 
social curse that threatens the moral life of 
our society. Opium has its hundreds of 
victims, alcohol its thousands, but social 
vice—no mortal tongue can estimate the 
number,. No statistics can be obtained, for 
doctors are pledged to secrecy, but I can 
tell you that of the physicians in this city 
of 85,000 souls, two-thirds of them are cou- 
trolling disease arising from sins against 
purity.

LETTER FROM AWAY DOWN IN 
CENTRAL AMERICA. 


Fanny Brigham Ward Describes the 
Colony and City of Belize—a 
Negro. .Settlement Governed by 
Great Britain. 


(British Honduras), Sept. 
of Tie 
Times.} The geographical and rela- 


tive positions of Belize, Honduras and | 
British Honduras had long been a mat- | 
ter of uncertainty in my mind, as they | 
‘may have been.in the. minds of others, 

the one being so frequently confounded | 


with the others in the vague reports 


that reach the North from these far- 


away regions. 
By consulting modérn maps of Cen- 


tral America, you will see that ITondu- 


ras proper is a separate and independ- 
ent republic, one of the largest in Cen- 
tral America; that the eastern coast of 
Guatemala now belongs to England 
andis known as British Honduras, 
while the colony of Belize is an off- 
shoot of the latter. north of the main 
portion of British Honduras, compris- 
ing the southeastern part of the pen- 
insula of Yucatan; and that the whole 
British territory is as frequently called 
Belize as Honduras, regardless of co- 


-Jonial limits. 


Hereabeuts the word is pronounced 
as though spelled Bali-lee-zal:, and is a 
corruption of Walize (Wab-lee- 
zah), the name given by 
the Spaniards to the first settlement, 
from the fact of its having been dis- 
covered and resorted to by Wallace, 
the notorious Scotch buccaneer. le 
was one of the most daring and suc- 
cessful of the horde of adventurers 
lured to these shores by the fame of 
the New World, exaggerated by the 
return of those first Spanish gaileons, 
laden with the riches of Mexico and 
Peru. At the mouth of the great river 
that now bears the Spanish interpreta- 
tion of his name, behind the keys and 
reefs that protect the harbor, Wallace 
found refuge and security, and around 
his log huts and fortalin (the site of 
which is still pointed out, now occupied 
by warehouses) gradualiv grew the city 
of Belize. Strengthened by a close al- 
liance with the indians of the Mos- 
quita shore, and by the adhesion of 
numerous britons, who flocked to Llon- 
duras for the purpose of cutting the 
valuable mahogany, he was enabled to 
set at detiance the whole Spanish 
army. 

Just how England came into posses- 
sion of this big slice of American soil 
it is difficult to tell. 
ico began the fight for independence, 
Spain entered into a treaty with Great 
Britain, whereby the latter was privi- 
leged to draw out lumber and woods 
from this portion of New Spain. A little 
later Albion took advantage of the 
Wars and revolutions that were perpet- 
ually distracting poor Mexico, and the 
hewers of timber converted the section 
over which the treaty extended intoa 
British colony. Extending their lines as 
far as possible, they established forts 
and garrisons, and have since improved 
every opportunity to foster in adjacent 
territory ill-feeling against the Mexi- 
can Government ier England’s advan- 
tage. Thus, in that cruel rebellion of 
1847, they supplied the Guatemala 
Indians with arms 
tion with which to. fight against 
Mexico and Guatemala, are 
continally traflicing in the same 
class of dangerous goods with the 
Chan Santa Cruz insurgents and other 
murderous tribes, which to this day 
are living on Mexican soilin open de- 
fiance to existing laws. 

Naturally, the possession of this rich- 
est portion of Yucatan and Guatemala 
was long contested by the Spaniards. 
and they did not entirely relinquish 


. the struggle till about the year. 1798, 


when compelled to by a fleet of British 
vessels and a land force of 2000 men. 
Belize, the northern end of the long- 
disputed territery, has ranked as an 
English colony since 1862, ruled by the: 
step-mother country under a Governor 
and local magistrates. It is predicted 
that the time is not distant when Eng- 
Jand will absorb the entire State of 
Yucatan, which may, perhaps, be the 
best method of settling the heavy Eng- 
lish debt—that gaunt specter, which is 
eternally threatening the peace of im- 
poverished Mexico. 
Being anxious to witness the ap- 
proach to Behze, we tumbied upon 
deck in the dim twilight of the morn- 
ing, while yet in St. George’s Bay, 20 
miles away. The Guilt of Honduras, 
which washes these shores, is dotted 
with innumerable small is!ands, around 


and among which the vessel twisted 


and turned, tacked and doubled in a 
manner truly surprising. 
Oh, for the penci! of a Nastjor the 
n of a Dickens to portray the scene 
you! The risen sun had glortied 
the prospect long before we came to 
anchor, close by a tiny island, crowned 


by a fort, over whose trowning guns 


floated the flag of England. Directly 
opposite the fort is the mouth of the 


~ Belize River, which, navigable for 200 


miles, traverses the middle of the ter- 
ritory, and, spanned by picturesque 
bridges, runs through the center of the 
city that bears its name. The coast 
being low and swampy, the white- 
walled town seems to rise directly out 
of the water. like these more venera- 
ble cities. Venice and Alexandria; 
while groves of cocoanut trees, growing 
down to the water’s edge, appear from 
a distance like Egyptian palms, among 
which two or three towers were visible, 
and the spire of a gothic church. 

The harbor was literally crowded 
with craft of every description—steam- 
boats, schooners, ships, brigs, bungors, 
canoes—floating the flags of many 
countries, among which, by the way,

jnitish Honduras is estimated at 
28.000, of which number hardly 1000 
are white, the colony ot Belize contain- 
ing four-fifths of the entire population 
of the territory.

velvet. Their condition has always 
been better here than elsewhere, even 
before the general abolition of slavery 
throughout the British dominions, On 


,the last day, of August, 1839, a year 


Defore the time appointed by the act, 
the nominal yoke of bondage was re- 
moved from their shoulders by a meet- 
ing and agreement of the Belize pro- 
prietors. 


The blacks are by all odds the best-- 


dressed people ‘here, considering the 
climate—that is they wear finer clothes 
than other people dare to. The male 
descendants of Ham go about in shirts 
and trousers of thin, white cotton, 
topped with wide straw hats, and with 
low shoes on their hoseless feet. The 
women wear white frocks, heavily em- 
broidered around the edges with scar- 
let cotton, generally starched stiff as 
shingles. Underneath this short- 
skirted, sleeveless and very  low- 
necked garment they seem to wear 
nothing at all, and are not particular 
as to how much it may slip off the 
shoulders, or 
vagrant breezes, or lifted in crossing 
puddles. The reboso is as much a feat- 
ure here as in Mexico, but these of 
Belize are picturesque scraps of crim- 
son or yellow, vastly becoming to their 
sable wearers, whose plump cheeks re- 
semble well-polished sections of Russia 
stove-pipe. As elsewhere, the race 
runs to jewelry, and the females sport 
the most enormous hoop-shaped ear- 
r.ngs of native gold, and necklaces 
composed of golden beads, of silver 
coins, piled string above string around 
their fat necks, till their backs must 
acbe with the burden. 

Mr. Stephens, who visited this queer 
country a number of years ago, wrote 
that he hardly knew whether to be 
shocked or amused at the condition of 
society in Belize. Saidhe: ‘I stopped 
in ‘the house of a merchant, whom I 
found at what is called a second break- 
fast. The gentleman sat on one side 
of the table and his lady on the other. 
At the head was a British officer, and 
opposite him a mulatto; on his left was 
another officer, and opposite him a 30a 
mulatto. chance a place was 
for me between the two colored gentle- 
men. Some of my countrymen, per- 
haps, might have hesitated about tak- 
ing it, but I did not. Both were well- 
dressed, well-educated and _ polite. 
They talked of their mahogany works, 
of England, hunting, horses and ladies; 
and before it had been an hour in 
Belize, I learned that the great work of 
practical amalgamation—the subject of 
so much angry controversy at home— 
had been going on quietly for genera- 
tions; that color was considered mere 
matter of taste, and that some of the 
nrost respectable citizens had black 
wives and mongrel children, whom 
they educated as carefully, and made 
money for with as much zeal as if 
their skins were perfectly white.”’ 

It will be remembered that Mr. 
Stephens came to Central America in- 
trusted by the President of the United 
States with a special confidential 
mission, and this is his description of 
the house that was assigned him for 
occupation while in Belize: ‘‘The road 
to it was ankle-deep in mud. At the 
gute was a large puddle, which we 
cleared by a jump. The house was 
built on piles about two feet high,-and 
underneath was water nearly a foot 
deep. We ascended on a plank to the 
sill of the door and entered a large 
room occupying the whole of the first 
floor, and perfectly empty. The upper 
story was tenanted by a family of ne- 
groes; in the yard was a house swarm- 
ing with negroes, and everywhere were 
picturesque groups of little negrees of 
both sexes, naked as they were born. 
We directed the room to be swept and 
our luggage brought here, and as we 
lett the house we remembered Capt. 
Ilampton’s 1emark that Belize was the 
last place made.” 

This, however, is not a fair sample 
oi the average case of the well-to-do 
Belizan of today. The houses are all 
of wood, uniformly painted white, and 
elevated upon mahogany pillars, from 
two to twenty 
level, according to situation and con- 
sequent danger of flooding during the 


wet season: Most of them are roomy. 


and convenient, and, besiaes the costly 
legs atoresaid, have raiters, beams and 
floors, doors and window-casings of the 
same rare wood, beautifully polished,

‘A SORROWLESS WORLD. 


AN ELOQUENT SERMON BY REV. 
DE WITT TALMAGE. 


The Weakness of Suicide—Napoleon's 
Narrow Kscape—The Strength of} 
Christian Faith—Thou Satyr Infi- 
delity, Stand Up and Take Thy 
Sentence! ‘4 


-Broox.iyn (N. Y.), Oct. 14.—[Special 
report for the Los ANGELES TIMEs.] 
Ai the Tabernacle this morning, Rev. 
T. DeWitt Talmage, D.D., took for his 
text Acts xvi, 24-25. “He drew out 
his sword, and would have killed him- 
self, supposing that the prisoners had 
been fled. But Paul cried out with a 
loud voice, saying, ‘Do thyself no 
harm,’”? The sermon was as follows: 

Here is a- would-be suicide, arrested 
in his deadly attempt. He was a sher- 
iff, and, according to the Roman law, 
a bailiff himself must suffer the punish- 
ment due an escaped prisoner; and if 
the prisoner breaking jail was sen- 
tenced to be endungeoned for three or 


dungeoned for three or four years; and 
ifthe prisoner breaking jail was to 
have suffered capital punishment, then 
the sheriff must suffer capital punish- 
men. The sheriff had received es- 
ag charge to keep 4 sharp lookout 

or Paul and Silas. The government 
had not had confidence in boltqand 
bars to keep safe these two clergymen, 
about whom there seemed to be some- 
thing strange and supernatural. 


they are free, and the sheriff, waking 
out of a sound sleep, and supposing 
these ministers have run Sage" and 
knowing that they were to die for 
preaching Christ,and realizing that he 
must therefore die, rather than go un- 
der the executioner’s ax on the morrow 
and suffer public disgrace, resolves to 
hisown decease. But be- 

ore the sharp, keen, glittering dagger 


one of the unloosened prisoners arrests 
the blade by the command: ‘Do thy- 
self noharm.” 

In olden times, and where Chris- 
tianity had not interfered with it, 


a sign of courage. Demosthenes 
poisoned himself when told that 
Alexander’s ambassador had _  de- 
manded the surrender of the 
Athenian orators. Socrates killed 
himself rather than surrender to 
Philip of Macedon, Cato, rather than 
submit to Julius Cxsar, took his own 
life, and, after three times his wounds 
had been dressad, tore them open and 
perished. Mithridates killed himself 
rather than submit to Pompey, the 
conqueror. Hannibal. destroyed his 
life Y. poison trom his ring, consider- 
ing life unbearable. Lycurgus a 
suicide, Brutus a suicide. After the 
disaster of Moscow Napoleon always 
carried with ‘him a preparation of 
< one night his servant 
heard te ex-Emperor arise, put some- 
thing iw a glass and drink it, and soon 
after the groans aroused ali the attend- 
ants, and it was only through the 
utmost medical skill he was resusci- 
tated from the stupor of the opiate. 
Times have changed, and yet the 
American conscience needs to be toned 
up on the subject of suicide. Have you 
seen a paper in the last month that did 
not announce the passage out of life 
one’s own behest? Defaulters, 
alarmed at the idea of exposure, quit 
life precipitately. Men losing large for- 


cannot endure earthly existence. Frus- 
trated affectlon, domestic infelicity, 
dyspeptic impatience, anger, remorse, 
envy, jealousy, destitution, misan- 
throphy, are considered  suflicient 
causes for absconding from this life by 
Paris green. by laudanum, by bella- 
donna, by Othello’s dagger, by halter, 
by leap from the abutment of a bridge, 
by firearms. More cases of felo de se 
in the last two years than any two 
years of the world’s existence, and 
more in the last munth than in any 
twelve months. The evil is more and 
more spreading. :

While we make this merciful and | 


righteous allowance in regard to those 
who were plunged inte mental inco- 
herence, I declare that that man who, 
in the use of his reason, by his.own act, 
snaps the bond between his body an 
his soul, goes straight into perdition. 
Shall I prove it? Revelation xxi, 8: 
‘Murderers shall have their part in the 
lake which burneth with fire and brim- 


stone.” Revelations xxii, 15: ‘*With- 
out are dogs, and sorcerers, and whore- 
mongers, and do 


not believe in the New Testament? 
Then, perhaps, you believe the Ten 
Commandments: “Thou shalt not 
kill.”” Do you say all these passages 
refer to the takitig of the life of others? 
Then I ask youif you are not as re 
sponsible for your own life as 
for the life of others? 
gave you special trust in 
your life. He made you the custodian 
of your life as He made you the custo- 
dian of no other life. He gave you as 
weapons with which to defend it twe 
arms to strike back assailants, two 
eyes to watch for invasion, and a nat- 
ural love of life which ought ever to be 
on the alert. Assassination of others 
is a mild crime compared with the as- 
sassination of yourself, because in the 
latter case it is treachery to an especial 
trust, it is the surrender of a castle you 
were especially appointed to keep, it is 
treason to a natural law, and it is trea- 
son to God added to ordinary murder. 

To show how God in the Bible looked 
upon this crime, I point you to the 
rogue’s picture gallery in some parts 
of the Bible, the pictures -of the peo- 
ple who have committed this unnatu- 
ral crime.. Here is the headless trunk 
of Saul on the walls of Bathshan. 
Here is the man who chased little Da- 
vid—10 feet in stature chasing four. 
Here is the man who consulted a clair- 
voyant, Witch of Endor. Here isa 
man who, whipped in battle, instead 
of surrendering his sword with dignity, 
as Many a man has done, asks his serv- 
ant to slay him, and when the 
servant declines, then the giant 
plants the hilt of the sword in the 
earth, the sharp point sticking upward, 
and he throws his body on it and ex- 
pires, the coward, the suicide. Hereis 
Ahithophel, the Machiavelli of olden 
times, betraving his best friend, David, 
in order that he may become prime 
minister of Absalom, and joining that 
fellow iu bis attempt at parricide. Not 
getting what he wanted by change of 
politics, he takes a short cut out ofa 
disgraced life into the suicide’s eter- 
nity. There he is, the ingrate! 

Here is Abimelech, practically a sui- 
cide. He is with an army bombarding 
a tower, when a woman in the tower 
takes a grindstone from its place and 
drops it upon his head, and with what 
life he had in his cracked skull he com- 
mands his armor-bearer: ‘‘Draw thy 
sword and slay me, lest men say a 
woman slew me.’’ There is his post- 
mortem photograph in the book of 
Samuel. But the hero of this group 
is--Judas Iscariot. Dr.-Donne says 
he was a martyr, and we have in 
our day apologists for him. And what 
wonder, in this day when we have 
a book revealing Aaron Burr as a pat- 
tern of virtue, and in this day when we 
uncover a statue to George Sand as the 
benefactress of literature, and in this 
day when there are betravals of Christ 
on the part of some of His pretended 
apostles—a betrayal’so,black it makes 
the infamy of Judas Iscariot white! 
Yet this man by his own hand hung up 
for the execration of all the ages, Judas 
Iscariot. 7 

Allthe good men and women of the 
Bible left to God the deeision of their 
earthly terminus, and they could have 
said with Job, who had a right to com- 
mit suicide if any man ever had—what 
with his destroyed property, and his 
body all aflame with insufferable car- 
buncles, and everything gone from his 
home except the chief curse of it, a 
pestiferous wife, and four garrulous 
people pelting him with comfortless 
talk while he sits ona heap of ashes 
scratching his scabs with apiece of 
broken pottery, yet crying out in tri- 
umph: ‘“‘All the days of my appointed 
time will | wait till my change come.”’ 

Notwithstanding the Bible is against 
this evil, and the aversion which it 
creates by the loathsome and ghastl 
spectacle of those who have hurle 
themselves out of life, and notwith- 
standing Christianity is against it, and 
the arguments and the useful lives 
and the illustrious deaths of its disci- 
ples, it is a fact alarmingly patent that 
suicide is on the increase. 

What is the cause? I charge upon 
infidelity -and agnosticism this whole 
thing. If there be no hereafter, or if 
that hereafter be blissful without ref- 
erence to how we live and how we die, 
why not move back the folding doors 
between this world and the next? And 
when our existence here becomes 
troublesome, why not pass right over 
into Elysium? Put this down among 
your most solemn reflections, and con- 
sider it after you go to your homes; 
there has never been a case of suicide 
where the operator was not either de- 
mented, and therefore irresponsible, 
or an infidel. I challenge all the ages, 
and I challenge the whole universe. 
There never has been a case of self-de- 
struction while in full appreciation of 
his immortality and of the fact that 
that immortality would be glorious or 
wretched according. as he accepted 
Jesus Christ or rejected Him. 

You say it is a business trouble, or 
you say it is electrical currents, or it is 
this, or it is that, or it is the other 


thing. Why not go clear back, my 


friend, and acknowledge that in every 
case it is the abdication of reason or 
the teaching of infidelity, which prac- 
tically says: “‘If you don’t like this life, 
get out of it. and you will land either 
in annihilation, where there are no 
notes to pay, no persecutions to suffer, 
no gout to torment; oF you will land 
where there will be éverything glori- 
ous and nothing to pay for it.” Infi- 
delity has always been apologetic for 
self-immolation. After Tom Payne’s 
‘Age of Reason” was published and 
widely read, there was a marked in- 
crease of self-slaughter. :

Our Mining Industries and Protection. 


A short time ago Tne Tres pub- 
lished an article from the pen of a 
local authority on the disastrous effect 
which Cleveland's administration has 
had on the mining industry ,of the 
country. This article has been largely 
copied in the East, and -has been 
utilized there as campaign matter. 

The Boston Traveller of the 3d inst. 
contains an interesting article by 
Charles R. Fletcher, a mining man of 
national reputation, on a Kindred sub- 
ject—the developmeat of American 
mineral resources, especially copper 
and tin, under the beneficent régime 
of a protective tariff...Mr. Fietcher 


| conclusively shows that protection is 


necessary to the development of our 
mineral resources. | 

-The act of- 1862 placed a duty of 15 
per cent. on tin. The act.of 1883.made 
it free of duty. Under the Mills Bill 
it is admitted free. The Pall Mall 
Gazette of July 25th contained the 
following: 

“A rise in the price of tin. The passing 
by the United States House of Representa- 
tives of the Mills tariff bill, which places 
tin plates on the free list, has led to a sharp 
rise inthe price of tin. Yesterday straits 
touched £389 7s 6d cash, and £39 15s three 
months, This is an advance of from £14 to 
£15 on the figures quoted recently. Lf the 
Senate passes the bill in its present form, 
tin will command higher prices than have 
ruled of late, and a great impetus will be 
given toan important branch of manufac- 
ture in this country.” 


This shows very plainly that the 
passage of the Mills Bill puts up the 
price of tin in England. We are to 
lose the revenue on tin, but do not get 
the plates any cheaper. Furthermore, 
the price has, since July, advanced 
nearly twice this rise—all on account 
of the Mills Bill. 

The United States is the largest con- 
sumer of English tin and Enghsh tin 
plate in the world. Worse than Eng- 
lish competition is that of tne Dutch 
East Indias, where convict labor and 


|cheap Chinese labor are employed. 
|} Such competition is slowly but_ surely 


undermining the English industry. 
liow, then, can the United States ex- 
pect to stand? 

In 1883 in Dakota, Wyoming and 
Montana tin ores were discovered. 
Very promising deposits also exist in 
Southern California. The geology of 
the Northwestern district is so perfect 
as to give far more promise of an in- 
exhaustible supply of tin than was 


found in Cornwall in early days. 
These rich deposits must now 
be idle. How can we compete? 
The western miners’ wages are 


$2.50 to $3 per day, while in Cornwall 
the average underground wages are 85 
cents, and above ground women and 
girlg are sorting ore at 30 cents per 
day. Then there is the East Indian 
convict and native labor, which is still 
worse. 


What importance it would be to busi- 
ness, railroads, farmers of our magnifi- 
cent Northwest, indeed its influence 
would be wide-reaching in the United 
States, if a moderate protective tariff 
on tin gave Americans achance to 
build up a tin-mining and tiu-plate in- 
dustry in the next few years which 
would cause the twenty-five to thirty 
millions of American gold, now annu- 
ally sent to England to pay for tin and 
tin plates, to. be spentin the United 
States. The value of the 425,448,000 
pounds of tin plate imported in 1883 
was valued at nearly $18,000,000, and 
our imports of tin in blocks and pigs, 
etc., in 1886, were $5,873,773, . 

Turning to copper, we find that in 
seven years, 1880-1888, the production 
of copper in the United States has 
trebled. The duty on copper today is 
getting to be a dead letter as ‘‘the 
divide” is being crossed. The price is 
the same in New York and London. 
America is the greatest consumer and 
greatest producer of copper today, a 
position which would have taken no 
end of years to attain had not protec- 
tion given brains. a chance in the past 
twenty-five years, especially the last 
seven years, to act. 

In concluding his article, Mr. 
Fletcher makes the following perti- 
nent and impressive remarks regard- 
ing the importance to acountry of the 
metal industries: 


When we reflect we find that the dis- 
tribution-and the mining of the metals are 
important and signifieantin a wide sense. 
Metal isthe basis of value in business. 
Spontaneous vegetable growth might sus- 
tain life, but the mineral kingdom, espe- 
cially the metals, furnishes the means of 
advancement, improvement, comfort, re- 
finement, civilization and human progress. 
The longer we read history, travel and ex- 
perience, the more this impresses us. I 
have wondered at this, but find it the fact. 
For the United States the metals have de- 
termined lines of immigration and national 
development. Tn a period of twenty years 
mining metals wrought the permanent con- 
quest of the entire Pacific Coast along with 
the dominion of the Pacific Ocean. Metal 
mining accomplishes, we perceive in a brief 
space, permanent marks on the course of 
events, 


Pacific Coast mining men and those 
who are indirectly interested in the 
great mining industries of the coast 
should carefully ponder over these 
facts before they cast their votes next 
month. | 


Now For a Solid Boom. 


An important meeting of property- 
holders, business men and other citi- 
zens, interested in the prosperity of 
Los Angeles, is to be held at the Board 
of Trade rooms this afternoon.

CoLumBus (O.), Oct. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Judge Thurman’s. letter of 
acceptance was given to the press this 
evening. The first draft of the letter was 
in the Judge’s handwriting, and the type- 
writer copies showed only a few changes in 
punctuation from the original, The letter 
is as follows: 

_Cotumsus (O.), Oct. 14, 1888. 

Hon. Patrick A. Collings and Others, 
Committce—GENTLEMEN: In obedience 
to custom I send you this formal accept- 
ance of my nominati or the office of 
Vice-President of the United States, made 
by the National Convention of the Demo- 
cratic party at St. Louis. When you did me 
the honor to call upon me at Columbus and 
officially notify me of my nomination, I ex- 
pressed to you my sense of obligation to the 
convention, and stated that, although 1 had 
not sought the nomination, I did not feel 
at fiberty, under the circumstances, to de- 
cline it. Ithought then, as I still think, 
that whatever I could properly do to pro- 
mote the reélection of President Cleveland, 
ought todo. His administration has been 
marked by such integrity, good sense, 
manly courage and exalted patriotism that 
a just appreciation of these high qualities 
seem to call for his reélection. I am also 
strongly impressed with the belief that his 
reélection would powerfully tend to 
strengthen that feeling of fraternity among 
the American people that is so essential to 
their welfare, peace and happiness, gnd to 
the perpetuity of the Union and our free 
institutions, 

I approve the platform of the St. Louis 
Convention, and 1 cannot too strongly ex- 
press my dissent from the heretical teach- 
ings of the monopolists that the welfare of 
people can be promoted by a system of ex- 
horbitant taxation far in excess of the 
wauts of the Government. The idea that 
a people can be enriched by heavy and un- 
necessary taxation, that a man’s condition 
can be improved by taxing him on all he 
wears, on all his wife and children wear, 
on all his tools and implements of industry, 
is an obvious absurdity. ‘fo fill the vaults 
of the treasury with an idle surplus fof 
which the Government has no legitimate 
use, and to thereby deprive the people of 
currency needed for their business and 
daily wants, and to create a powerful and 
dangerous stimulus to extravagance and 
corruption in the expenditures of the Gov- 
ernment, seems to me to be a policy at 
variance with every sound principle of gov- 
ernment and of political economy. The 


such an accumulation of surplus revenue 
and the consequent depletion .of the circu- 
lating medium, is so apparent that no party 
dares to deny it: but, when we come to 
consider the modes by which the reduction 
may be made, we find a wide antagonism 
between our party and the monopolistic 
leaders of our political opponents. 

We seek to reduce taxes upon the neces- 
Saries of life; our opponeuts seek to in- 
crease them. We say, give to'thé inasses of 
the people cheap and good clothing, cheap 
blankets, cheap tools and cheap lumber. 
The Republicans, by their platform, and 
their leaders in the Senate by their pro- 

sed bill, say increase the taxes on cloth- 
ng and blankets, and thereby increase their 
cost, maintain a high duty on the tools of 
the farmer and mechanic, and upon the 
lumber which they need for the construc- 
tion of their modest dwellings, shops and 
barns, and thereby prevent their obtaining 
these necessaries at reasonable prices. Can 
any sensible man doubt as to where he 
should stand in this controversy? Can any 
well-informed man be deceived by the false 
pretense that a — so unreasonable and 
unjust is for the benefit of the laboring 
man? Much is said about the competition 
of American laborers with the pauper labor 
of Europe, but does not every man who 
jooks around him see and know that an im- 
mense majority of the laborers in America 
are not engaged in what are called the pro- 
tected industries, and as to those who 
are employed in such _ industries, 
is it not undeniable that the duties 
proposed by the Democratic measure called 
the Mills,Bill, far exceed the difference be- 
tween American and European wages, and 
that therefore if it were admitted that our 
workingmen can be protected by tariffs 
against cheaper labor, they would be fully 
ee gg and more than protected by that 

ill? Does not every informed man know 
that the increase of the price of home 
manufactures, produced by a high tariff, 
does not go into the pockets of the laboring 
men, but only tends to swell the profits of 
others? it seems to me that if the policy ot 
the Democratic party is plainly presented, 
all must understand that we seek to make 
the cost of ;iving less, and at the same time 
increase the share of the laboring man in 
the benefits of national prosperity and 
growth.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] By the last census, taken 
Friday afternoon, there were 15 members of 
the Senate present for duty, while enough 
more toraise the aggregate available for 
emergencies to within half a dozen of a 
quorum were known to be within easy call. 
Since then several have left the city. Con- 
tradictory reports are current regarding the 
prospective adjournment, all traceable,odd- 
ly enough, to highly authoritative sources, 
to the effect that it has been determined to 
adjourn without day on Wednesday, on 
Thursday and on Saturday of this week 
and on Monday of next week. ‘In support 
of the two dates last mentioned it is ar- 
gued that members of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House have secured the 
services of experts in political economy 
and are poe a digest of the Senate 
Tariff Bill, which they wish to make pub- 
lic through the official channels of Con- 
gress before the session closes. 

Against all of these the statement of

Two burial places were discovered, 
and doubtless more exist. Besides the 
remains, numerous stone mortars and 


evidently used for grinding grain, 
were found, numerous beads of bone, 
earrings of abalone shell, and*numer- 
ous other trinkets, doubtless used to 
adorn the persons of these peo- 
ple. Stone pipes and some _ imple- 
ments probably used for spearing fish 
are also among the treasures. It was 
an observable fact that the remains 
had not been interred according to 
modern custom, but were found in a 
sitting posture, their limbs doubled up, 
their chins reposing..on their knees, 
and their hands folded in front of 
them. Their position was uniformly 
such that they faced the sun as that 
orb of day arose in the east; undoubt- 
edly a significant fact 1n connection 
with their belief or superstitions. 

‘The skeletons indicate a race fully 
up toor even above the averaze in stat- 
ure, while the craniums prove to he- 
levers in the dactrines of Combe or 
Spurzheim a people of good intellectual 
development, much unlike the modern 
Indians, if we except the Lagunas or 
Acomas of Arizona and New Mexico. 

No warlike implements were found, 
and they were probably a domestic and 
peaceful race, who lived upon first, 
grain and, perhaps, too, they grew 
some cattle upon the island. 

There is no fresh water now found 
upon the island, but, doubtless, there 
was a time when sheep was placed 
there and it was sufficiently plentiful. 

Who were these people who have 
thus lived and passed away without a 
living history except their bleaching 
bones and the few trinkets that prove 
but their former existence—no trace of 
their origin, their habits or their cause 
of extinction? Here is a conundrum 
for the modern archxologist to puzzle 
over. It is to be hoped that a thorough 
and systematic investigation will soon 
be begun and conducted under the in- 
telligent supervision of the proper par- 
ties.

MOST BRUTAL. 


AN OLD MAN SHOT DOWN IN 
COLD BLOOD. | 


Dave Leiva Shoots Pedro Lopez at 
Verdugo—A Cock-fight and Bad 
Whisky at the Bottom of the 
Trouble—The Coroner Holds an 
inquest. 


Shortly before 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon a brutal murder was committed tin 
Verdugo, near Glendale. About two hours 
after the crime was coinmitted a TIMES re- 
porter was on the scene, and found quitea 
number of people congregated about a little 
shanty, where the remains of Pedro Lopez, 
an old Mexican, who has passed his sixtieth 
birthday, were lying. 

From what ceuld be learned from eye 
witnesses to the tragedy, it seems that Dave 
Leiva, who work at -Bottello’s livery sta- 
ble, and acompahion of the same name, 
hitched upa horse and drove, out to Ver- 
dugo, intending to indulge in cock-fighting. 
Dave Leiva was armed with a double-bar- 
rel shotgun, and when he reached Verdugo, 
he entered a Mexican saloon where a nuim- 
ber of his countrymen were congregated. 

The ty, who seemed to be well ac- 
quainted, began to drink and talk chickens. 

Old man Lopez, who hauls wood to the 


to pick on him, for the reason that one of 
Lopez’s chickens had whipped his chicken. 
He flourished his gun about, and swore that 
he would have blood before he lett the 


place, 

Lopez’s friends claim that the old man, 
when he saw that he could not get alon 
with Leiva, left the saloon and walk 
about fifty yards to his house, but instead 
of going into his house he walked into his 
stable, and fed and attended to his horses. 
He then walked outside and took a seat on 
a board by the side of his stable, which is 
on the county road, and about threa feet 
from the edge of the road. 

He had barely lit a cigarette when Leiva 
and his namesake rode up in his buggy, 
and when he saw Lopez he checked his 
horse and entered into a short conversa- 
tion, wheu he raised his gun and emptied 
both barrels into the old man’s breast. 
He staggered to his feet and started 
toward the buggy, but Leiva drove 
off as rapidly as possible, yelling at the top 
of his voice. He drove through town at the 
top of his horse’s speed and did not stop 
until he reached ‘Tropico, where he surren- 
dered himself, and was brought to the 
County Jail and locked up. 

When the old man fell after staggering 
into the ruad from where he was shot, he 
breathed a few seconds and died. His 


rushed to his assistance, but they found 
that life had left his body and that nothing 
could be done to assist him. ‘They picked 
the poor old feliow up carefully and car- 
ried him into the house, where he was pre- 
pared for the inquest. 

Coroner Meredith went out last night and 
held aninquest. A verdict charging Leiva 
with murder was rendered, and he will 
have his preliminary examination early this 
week 

The funeral will take piace today. The 
murdered man leaves an aged wife and two 
sons. 

THE MURDERER’S ACCOUNT. 

David Leiva, the murderer, was brought 
to the County Jail by Henry Osborn, to 
whom he had surrendered himself. He 
said:

Leiva to go hunting. I hada sho 
a game cock in the buggy. We went to 
Verdugo. When we got there we went 
into a saloon, where there were 15 or W 
men, and gotadrink.

Pedro Lopez struck me with his fist near 
the lefteye, then José Olivas struck me 
with his fist on the face near the chin. 
Regino Verdugo attacked me with a 44- 
celiber revolver, striking me on the left 
arm. them that was 
a fair way to fight for three to 
jump on-one man. Verdugo shot once 
at me, but the ‘ball did not hit me. We 
then went to the buegy and drove by the 
postoffice to Myer’s store, going past Lo- 
— house. Lopez was sitting before his 

arn. While in frontof Myer’sI broke the 
stock of my gun striking on the ground. 
We came back, and when o ite Lopez’s 
house Lopez called out: *“*There’s.the son 
of a ——; I am going to kill him.” 
Lopez then fired a_ revolver, which I think 
was the same that Verdugo shot at me with, 
and I dodged the, shot. Ithen pulled the 
trigger of my gun. 
was dead. I then ran my horse to the 
‘Southern Pacific track and went into Joe 
Bellman’s house and told him that 1 had 
killed a man and wanted to surrender my- 
self. I was afraid I would be lynched, and 
Bellman brought me into Los Angeles with 
his team.” 

HIS COMPANION. 

Louis Leiva (who says he is no relative 
of the murderer, but who was in the buggy 
with him when the. shooting occurred), 
made the following statement to.a Times 
reporter last night: 

“My name is Louis Leiva. Iam 21 years 
old. I went hunting with David Leiva this 
morning. Got at the saloon near the shoot- 
ing abgut 12 o’clock. We gotto gassing 
about his (Dave) having a chicken that 
could whip anything that they had. They 
got mad. Lopez started toward Dave and 
struck him with his fist, and two more fel- 
lows jumped on Dave, and one ran 
outside and shot at Dave. He was 
going to shoot again. 1 pulled the 
man off Dave. When we left the 
saloon we went toward Verdugo Cafion. 
We then came to Lopez's house and drove 
by the house 200 yards and turned areund. 
1 toid him we had better go home. He 
said all right. Lopez was at the gate and 
be came out into the road. He pulled out

NOTES. 

Keeping Lemon Juice.—Squeeze and 
strain it, allowing a cuptul of white 
sugar (more or less), according to the 
individual taste, to each lemon; stir 
‘together until dissolved, put in small 
bottles and tie cotton batting over the 
‘top, or put itin pint seli-sealing jars; 
set in a cool, dark, dry place. If de- 
sired to keep fora long time it is better 
to put the juice into a granite or por- 
celain-lined kettle, bring toa boil and 
seal as before. 

Boiled Leg of Lamb and White Sauce. 
—Choose a ieg weighing not more than 
five pounds; have ready a saucepan of 
boiling water, into which plunge the 
lamb, and when it boils up draw the 
sauce au to the side of the fire and let 
it cool a little; then boil very gently for 
about one and a quarter hours, reckon- 
ing from the time the water begins to 
simmer. Make some white sauce and | 
pour over the lamb; garnish with sprigs 
or boiled caulitiower. 

__._.Milk and Lime Water.—Those who} 
commonly say wilk “does not agree 
with them,’’ can usually make it agree } 
by adding one or two tablespoonfuls of 
lime water to the goblet or full half 
int of milk. Lime water by the gal- 
on may be made with a few cents’: 
worth of lime and pure water. The 
water will not take up any more than 
it can hold in suspension, so you can 
ur off all the clear liquid from one 
ottle and add more water to your re- 


hime in your guart botties.— 


How to Treat Coverless Cans.—Now 
that the canning season is at hand,_it 
may be of interest to the readers’ to 
know that cang that have lost their 
covers may be made to keep fruit ine 
perfect condition. Fill the eans as if 
covers were be screwed on, then 
simply lay over the top a piece of cot- 
ton batting, split, with the fuzzy side 
down, and secure it with a small piece 
of board or anything else that will 
answer for a weight. A wad of cotton 
batting makes a cork that needs no 
Sealing. No one need hesitate te treat 
the finest preserves in this way. 

Jellies should stand open a day or 
two after being put into glasses, that 
the moisture may evaporate, but they 
‘ should be protected from dust. If 
thin, let them stand in the sun’s rays. 
In a day ortwo eut papers to fit the 

asses; dipthese in brandy, alcohol or 

hite of an egg, and press them closely 
on top of the jelly. A very old-fash- 
ioned method is to pour melted butter 
or clean Inutton fat on top and let it 
harden. All jellies and preserves

‘THE RAVAGES OF THE WHITE 
OCUSHIONY SCALEBUG, 


Cost of an Orchard—When to Pick 
Fruit—Watering Trees Economic- 
ally—The Wried Grape Business— 
A Standard Hog—Notes. 


_ One of the most important subjects 
which is at present attracting the at- 
tention of Southern California horti- 
culturists is, the ravages of. the white 
cottony cushion scale, which has of 
late spread very rapidly, partly in con- 
sequence of the neglected condition of 
- many of our orchards which have been 
eut up into town lots. A correspond- 
ent sends Tne Tres the following let- 
ter on this subject: 3 

I would like to say a few words 
through your paper about the much- 
talked-of white cushion bug, better 
known as the white scalebug. Isee by 
THE Times of October 2d, 1n the pro- 
ceedings of the Council, that.a resolu- 
tion was carried to have all bug-in- 
fected trees removed. But can they 
if they will, or will they if they can, 
carry this resolution into any greater 
effect than the bug-inspecting project 
ot a year ago which cost the taxpayers 
several thousand dollars and was such 
a complete fizzle? There are many 
Ways suggested and experimented 
on by which to _ exterminate 
this much-dreaded pest, but 
all have fallen much short of their 
intensions, for in my opinion never did 
the white scale flourish to a greater 
extent or ravish our orchards more 
than at the present time. Some think 
they will naturally, die off and become 
extinct—that every ae has his day, 
This may work with dogs and some 
other animals, but I do not believe it 
will apply to this breed of bugs, for as 
they have ‘already been here 10 or 12 
years, I cannot conceive why the 
should leave so long as they are so well 
fed and cared for. 

1 have trees in my orchard which I 
sprayed several times over two years, 
and killed every bug on them, and the 
trees are now thrifty andin a bearing 
condition. For spraying use only 
whale oil soap, and I sincerely believe 
that the white scale might be thor- 
oughly exterminated if all the trees 
that are badly infeeted were destroyed, 
and those remaining properly cared 
for. But for a physician to effect the 
cure Of any disease, we must first re- 
move the cause, and it is just as true 
in this case, for what encouragement 
is there for the fruit-grower to spray 
his trees today, when he knows 
that the next day irri- 
gates the water will bring on 
thousands of more bugs to be distrib- 
uted over his place, for it has been 
proven beyond a doubt that they do 
comé on leaves and sticks in the water 
in large numbers. All our ditches east 
of San Pedro street ure open and ex- 
posed to the buggy orchards through 
which the water tlows. Even the weeds 
in the ditches are all covered with 
bugs, and the city does nothing to pro- 
tect us from the impending danger. 
But in the western part of the city, 

y 


where there are no orchards, mere 
for the benefit of somebody’s front 
yard the ditches are nearly all piped, 
and we, deriving no benefit therefrom, 
have to help pay for it in our taxes, 
and our ditches, which need the pro- 
tection, are left open. 3 
Again, to help pay for that piping 
we are compelled to pay $1 extra fora 
head of water, while those who are 
directly benefited by the pipe buy little 
or no water. I have used water from 
No. 8 ditch for irrigation for the past 
15 years, and never before unti: the 
resent month to my recollection have 
paid $3 tor a head of water in Octo- 


ber. 

All the consolation we get is that 
it will probably be free water next 
month. Is this what they call Demo- 
cratic economy? for there certainly is 
no scarcity of water. But ere it is too 


late let us all unite in doing our utmost |. 


to effectually exterminate the white 
scale. A. L. Hooper. 


Watering Trees Kconomically. 

Pacific Rural Press | 
Editors Press: I live in the foothills 
and have no water except what comes 
out of a well 160 feet deep. And the 
water is drawn up by means of a wind- 
lass and bucket by hand. Now that is 
a good distance for a man to draw 
water, but for a woman it is perfectly 
killing. I have about sixty young fruit 
trees, and in the hottest weather I 
found they must have water. I set my 
wits to work to study out a method by 
which I could water those trees, the 
best way to get the water to the roots 
without wasting any water. I finally 
thought of a plan and have tried it, 
and I don’t believe there is any better 

way. 


For 60 trees I bought sixty five-gal- 


lon oil cans at 10 cents apiece, $6. Cut 
out the ends that have the spout in 
with a can-opener. Then I took a 
sharn nail and made holes, about 10 in 
all, in the bottom of the can, made the 
holes allon one side of the bottom, 
then dug a square hole about half the 
lengtlrof the can, as close to the tree 
as youcan get the can. Put the can 
down in the hole with the punctured 
side next tothe tree, then fill the can 
with water and cover it over with a 


board, and lay a rock or spade full of 
dirt on the board to keep it there 
solid. The water will drip out of the 
holes to the roots of the tree; this will 
last several days. J have filled those 
cans four times during the summer.

Cost of an Orchard. 
- QOne of the most frequent questions 
asked by correspondents living in the 
Eastern States is the cost involved in 
setting out an orchard. There have 
been various attempts to answer, but 
they have been defective owing to local 
causes. The following, prepared by 
Leonard Coates of Napa, a well-known 
nurseryman, may be taken as a guide 


in estimating the cost of a bearing 


orchard: 


Per acre. 
The contract price in Central Califor- 
nia for preparing an orchard o' de- 
ciduous is about $% perecre. The 
averave cost of trees is 815 per 100, 
and the average uumber to the, 


Cultivating and hoeing the same 
WORE. 400 
The total cost up to the time the or- 
chard is 1 year old (exclusive of the 
price of land, which can be bougat 
at from #20 to #160 per acre)......... 50 
. The second year the cost will be: _ 
Cultivating eight times............---- 6 00 
Pruning and 50 
Spraying........: - 200 
‘Replunting missing trees............. 5U 


The third year one plowing wil 
suffice, which will reduce the expense 
by $2 per acre; the other items will be 
about the same, except the replanting, 
which will have to be done. This year 
from a peach orchard a little fruit will 
be marketed. and the following yeara 
crop worth from: $50 to $75 per acre. 
Apricots, almonds and nectarines will 
also bear the fourth year, and some 
varieties of plums. The fifth year 


runes, apples and pears will begin to 

ar,and after that the orchard will 
be started, applies and pears being in 
their prime at 10 or 12 years, and most 
other fruits at from 5 to 7 years. 
After the third year the expense per 
acre will vary from $10 to $20, accord- 
ing to the amount of spraying and 
pruning to be done. I always advocate 
more or less summer pruning in young 
orchards, which can be done at odd 
times, and will much lessen the winter 
expenses. 

n full bearing, at 150 pounds of 
fruit per tree or (following the above 
estimate) $247.50 per acre gross, at 14 
cents per pound, a.net income of $135 
per acre will be.realized, allowing for 
all expenses of -marketing the fruit, 
but exclusive of the interest on the 
investment. Of course instances are 
common when the profits have been 
doubled and even quadrupled, but my 
object is to place before business men 
figures on which they may base their 
calculations. 


3 When to Pick Fruit. 
[American Agriculturist.] 

When fruits are mature they make 
reparation for falling, just as mature 
eaves do. A distinct line is formed 
on the stem of the fruit in preparation 
for the separation. When the apple or 
pear is mature, it will separate from 
the tree without apy falling; mere 
lifting the fruit from its hanging posi- 
tion to a horizontal one, will cause the 
separation from the tree to take place 
at once. _A little observation will 
teach when the fruit is ready to be 
gathered, Atthis time the fruit hav- 
ing made its growth,. derives nothing 
more from the tree. After the fruit is 
full grown its next step is toward de- 
cay. Decay in early kinds comes in a 
few days or weeks, in the latter sorts 
it requires several months, but whether 
early or late, there is a stage in this 
progress from maturity to decay when 
the fruit.best suits our purposes, and 
say that it is ripe or meliow, or in 
“eating.”” This time in early kinds 
comes very quickly, and others do not 
assume it before spring. Early kinds 
come into eating condition so soon that 
they will bear but little transportation, 
hence are only suited to near markets. 
But these vary greatly, and there are 
from very early and autumn kinds to 
the very latest. The  fruit-grower 
should be a very careful observer of 
these points. The best fruit may be 
spoiled or materially depreciated in 
value by careless picking and hand- 
ling. Properly constructed cold stor- 
age houses will do much towards keep- 
ing fruitin good condition, but unless 
the fruit is picked at the right time 
it cannot be kept profitably, even in 
the best fruit houses. 


A Standard Hog. 
[American Swineherd ] 

The hog that we hope to see reach 
the standard is of many varieties. and 
colors numerous. He is a very dis- 
tinct animal in class as compared with 
other classes. In order to have a 
standard hog it is necessary to havea 
standard for hogs. That is to say, 
there ought to be a volume issued by 
the National Swine-breeders’ Associa- 
tion or the National Expert Associa- 
tion. Such a volume is issued and 
copyrighted by the American Poultry 
Association. Last year the American 
Poultry Association sold over $700 
worth of these books at $1 each. The 
hog standard, like the poultry stand- 
ard, should contain a complete descrip- 
tion of all the recognized breeds of 
hogs. Not many persons will object 
to paying $1 for a guide to the breed- 
ing of standard hogs. : 


- 


o adopt a standard is one thing, |’ 


and to simplify that standard so that 
it will be a help instead of a hindrance 
to the very persons it was made for, is 
quite another, and no effort should be 
spared to create and publish a stand- 
ard for all the. recognized breeds of 
thoroughbred hogs in one volume, and 
send this volume all over the country. 
There will be no danger about the de- 
mand, for as soon as the breeding pub- 
lic understands that there issucha 
volume to be published, it will be 
sought far and near. 


Drying vs. Canning. 

The judgment of the leading fruit- 
dealers seem to be that it is better to 
evaporate the surplus peaches than to 
can them. Evaporated fruit is grow- 
ing more popular every year. Tis the 
very opposite of the cheap canning 
process. The cheap canner takes 100 
pounds of peaches, and by adding 
water, tin and weed, makes it weigh 
250 pounds. The evaporator takes 100 
pounds of peaches, evaporates the 
weight to eight pounds, or at most ten 
pounds. ‘The eight pounds have all 
there is of food in 100 pounds, and the 
250 pounds have no more. The eight 
pounds are wholesome beyond doubt, 
and there is some doubt about cheap 
canned goods being wholesome, 
especially if they stand long in cheap 
cans where the tin and solder are not 
as pure as they ought to be. The sur- 
vival of the fittest comes in here. 
Cheap canning is not the fittest, and it 


might as well make its will and depart | 


in peace. Its days are numbered, ‘the 
handwriting is on the wall.’’ Con- 
scientious, honest canning will sur- 
vive. Peaches, apricots, plums, cher- 
ries and berries put up as they can be, 
and are, by the best packers. are e- 
licious. Tis doubted that in any other 
way can such luxury be enjoyed. 


The Dried Grape Business.

| -There is some mistake in this dried | 


grape business. Again and again bave 
we seen thé statement in our San Fran- 
cisco exchanges that dried wine grapes 
would sell at from 3 to34 cents a pound. 
It may be so, but we would like to have 
a written contract to that effect before 
drying the whole or even half the crop. 
Buyers will only offer 4} cents for 
raisins in the sweat-box, and raisins 
are always worth at least twice as 
much as dried grapes. 
tinctly remember, not so very many 
years ago, either, when lic cents was 
all that was offered for dried grapes, 
stemmed and cleaned, and sacked in 
new, clean cotton sacks. This wou!d 
be about $7.50 per ton gross. If there 
is amarket for dried wine grapes at 
any half-way deceut figure it seems 
strange that no one has been around 
here trying to contract for a few hun- 
dred tons. Unless misinformed, 3% 
cents would cause a good many exr- 
loads to be dried, but it is our candid 
opinion that-our good brethren of the 
press have been misied in the prices 
that could be obtained.
